Several days since we gave several sketches 


from the lecture delivered by N. G. Norcross, 
Esq., before the Mechanic Association showing 
the amount of lumbering—the disposition ot the 
proceeds in its being paid out for labor, supplies, 
&c., and also showing the amount of tiade 
which it brought to this city. In speaking of 
the resources of the Penobscot, however, the 
lecturer did not stop at the lumbering operations, 
but mentioned .several other branches of busi- 
ness. 


The agricultural resources oi this county, the 


lecturer remarked was greatly underated, on ac- 
count, probably, of the tact that our lumbering 
business eclipses all other pursuits and leads the 
superficial observer to conclude that we have 
nothing else upon which to rely. A tew tacts 
will set this matter right. The county ot Pe- 
uobscot is the rifth county in point of population, 
and the second in wheat raising. The amount 
of wheat relumed as raised in the whole State, 
s 843,16(3 bushels, of which Penobscot county 
raised 112.000 bushela.

-T-he Columbian—Ladies aud Gentlemen's 
county that exceeds Penobscot in wheat raising, 
and a portion ot Somerset county may be con- 
sidered as embraced in the resources and inter- 
est of the Penobscot valley. 
It should be con- 


sidered also that from the Penobscot large quan- 
tities of potatoes are exported, and this profita- 
ble blanch of agriiulture may be greatly increas- 
ed. The tarmer on the Penobscot can obtain a 
bushel of corn for less labor than a Virginia 
farmer can get a bushel ot potatoes. The aver- 
age returns for potatoes exported from this river 
have been a bushel ot corn for two bushels of 
potatoes, or an equivalent to this in flour. 


Brick 
making and Pottery are among the 


branches ot business that may be successfully 
prosecuted by the people on the Penobscot, and 
in which they.have-.engaged with good returns. 


But in addition to the agricultural resources' 


of the county, already of much practical impor- 
tance, although only partially developed; and 
the various minor manufacturing facilities af- 
forded by the power on the various streams,and 
by inexhaustible supplies of raw material, the 
lecturer remarked that the water power on the 
Penobscot, at the city mills and in Bangor, was 
sufficient to move all the spindles now in New 
England. A calculation of this power taken at 
the lowest pitch of water in summer, with a fall 
of twenty feet, and leaving out of the calcula- 
tion sufficient water for running rafts, shows 
that there is, at one dam, at least two thousand 
five hundred cubic feet of water for use each 
second, giving 156,250 pounds for each second 
of time. This is only about two thirds of what 
could be obtained by a comparatively small ex- 
penditure in improving the channel of the river. 
At all times except in a drought, nearly four 
times this power could be made available. 
The 


water, according to the foregoing calculation, 
applied to a wheel 24 feet in diameter, and 625 
feet long, and moving at the rate of four feet a 
saoond, would give upon it 11,250 cubic feet, or 
'.Jol tons at all times. This power would move 
the machinery of at least seventy of the largest 
size factories at Lowell, Massachusetts.-.This 
vast water power, it should be recollected, i» at 
the head of tide water, with good navigation, 
and of course of much greater value than if lo- 
cated ten or twelve miles in the interior. Most 
of the water power on the tide waters in the At- 
lantic States is taken up; and with the increase 
of our population and our manufactures, this 
water power will by and by be made available 
tor Iron Foundrys, Woolen factories, machine 
•hops, and for various kinds of manufacturing. 
And the water power of one dam alone, put in 
quisition for manufacturing, will give support 
to a population of at least 75,003 people
